The Dail yesterday disposed of a 
number of small votes and discussed Mr. 
T. J. Murphy’s motion suggesting the 
formation of a pension scheme for widows 
and orphans, 

When Mr. Blythe sought a vote of 
£11,572 for a valuation and boundary 
survey, Mr. Sean McEntee (Fianna Fail) 
urged him to consent to a general revalua- 
tion of the-country, as the valuation on 
which most of the estimates were based 
was made about a hundred years ago, and 
since then there had been a great change 
in the value of agricultural land. Mr. 
Blythe admitted that, sooner or later, the 
matter would have to be faced, but as it 
would cost about half a million of money, 
the Government. could not undertake to 
de it at present. The vote was passed. 

On a vote of £182,000 to complete the 
sum necessary by. way of compensation for 
property losses, Mr. Blythe stated that 
where the work of reconstruction was 
unreasonably delayed, it might be neces- 
sary to reduce the amount of the grants 
for pre-Treaty damage which were dis- 
eretionary. In the ‘post-Treaty cases it 
might be necessary to ask the Dai) to 
sanction penalties. Mr. McEntee. agreed 
that the work of reconstruction should be 
expedited. :

CASE OF AGRICULTURAL 
LAND. 

On a vote of £11,372 for the Valuation and 
Boundary Survey, asked for by the Minister 
for Finance, 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin Co.) asked 
if the Minister would consider the general 
revaluation of the country. The time was 
ripe for this. The valuations on which most 
of the estimates were based were made 
almost 100 years ago. In view of the 
fact that great changes had taken place in the 
value of agricultural Jand in that time, was 
it not desirable that serious consideration 
should be given to the question of revalua- 
tion ? 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that this was a matter to which some con- 
sideration had been given. No decision hid 
been come to. It was a matter that would not 
have been practicable up to a year or two 
ago. It would be a big job, and would last 
several years. He had no figures before him, 
but the cost would come to something like 
half a million or more. Of course, it 
would be ultimately necessary to do it, but 
in view of the cost the Government did not 
feel disposed to do it at present. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that in view of the 
fact that the work would take some years, 
ang that a great. number of civil enginoers 
would be unemployed after the completion 
of the Shannon scheme, and would be avail- 
able for other work, the Minister should 
bear that in mind. 

The vote was agreed to. 


PROPERTY LOSSES. 
en 
VOTE FOR COMPENSATION. 


The MINISTER FOR FINANCE asked 
for £182,000 to complete the sum necessary 
for property losses compensation. He said 
that the amount was substantially the same 
as last year. If the total amount asked 
for this year could be expended there would 
remain only the sum of £500,000 to be paid 
in the following year. It was optimistic to 
expect that the entire amount asked for 
would be actually paid out. The delay was 
due to the difficulty of inducing those who 
had obtained awards to proceed with re- 
instatement. So far as the pre-truce awards 
were concerned, up to November, 1926, in- 
terest had been paid on them. Since that 
date no interest had been paid. It had 
been decided by the Supreme Court that 
the awards had been discretionary, and they 
were reconsidering whether it would not he 
proper to intimate to those who had obtained 
awards that, unless reconstruction was begun, 
say, before 31st March next, a proportionate 
reduction would be made from the amount 
of the award. 

30 far as post-truce damage was cor- 
cerned, jt was not possible to apply that pres- 
sure, but he thought that they would ulti- 
mately have to intimate that, unless those 
who heM awards in these cases began the 
work of reconstruction at a rea- 
sonable date, it might be  hecessary 
w ask the Dail to authorise some 
penalty. If people would make their plans 
and start building with reasonable expedition 
it would be possible to finish with the whole 
matter at the end of the next financial year. 
Even if that could not be done, there would 
be only a small sum remaining after the 
end of March, 1930. | 

Mr. MacENTEE expressed agreement with 
the Minister as to the need jor expediting 
the work of reconstruction. If that were 
done, it would help to solve the unemploy- 
ment problem. He said that he was not 
satisfied with an answer which the Minister 
had given to a question of his with regard 
to the number of persons whose claims for 
compensation were opposed by the Govern- 
ment under the Act of 1923, on the ground 
that they were in sympathy with Republi- 
cans. The Minister must know what in- 
structions were given by his department to 
the law officers to oppose these claims, The 
attitude taken up by these people at the 
time was adopted in good faith, in all sin 
cerity, and from patriotic motives, Some of 
them had been impoverished, and professional 
men had been ruined. As the Minister had 
shown.a desire to let by-gones be by-gones 
in reference to certain civil servants, it would 
he no harm to reconsider the official attitude 
in cases where extreme hardship had been 
done under Section 9 oí the Act of 1923, 
and to ask the House to grant, not so much 
compensation, as assistance to these people, 
to enable them to make a fresh siart in life. 
He wondered whether the Minister would 
consider an Amending Act to Section 9 of 
the origina] Act, removing the disabilities 
under which Republicans, and those who 
sympathised with them in the civil war, 
suffered, 

Mr. MacENTEE also drew attention to 
the cases of people in Northern Ireland who 
had suffered hardship for toyalty to Dail 
Fireann when Dail Eireann, sitting in 
Dublin, claimed authority and accepted re- 
sponsibility for all Ireland. He also asked 
the Minister to give sympathetic considera- 
tion to the ease of Mr. P. Byrne, of Henry 
street, Dublin, whose house was bought over 
his head by the British Post Office authori- 
ties. . 

Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin) 
mentioned the case of Mr. Mallin, of Sum- 
merhill, in his constituency, with whose 
name many present were familiar. He asked 
the Minister to consider the case. He noticed 


that 10 per cent. had been added to the 


sum given under losses gene- 
rally, but he saw no reference to 
it in this vote. He wished to 
know if this vote included the 10 cent. 
arrangement made by the Minister for 


Finance. If it did, they would have a divi- 


property 


sion on the question, as they could not agree 
to it. 


Mr. BLYTHE said that in many cases 
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claims were opposed on various grounds under. 


Section 9 of the Act. He would look into 
the matter, although there would be consider- 
able trouble in segregating the cases under 
Section 9. It should be borne in mind that 
if they opened up one door they would have 
to open many doors. He admitted that a 
ah number of persons suffered consequential 
osses. The details of cases had never heen 
submitted to him. He felt sympathy with 
the people who, during the troubled period, 
suffered substantial losses, and who were 
afterwards unable to procure compensation 
from any source. With regard to the case 
of Mrs. Byrne, he had come to the conclu. 
sion that, while the applicant had suffered 
great go é it was entirely due to her 
own and her husband’s fault. An offer was 
made and it was refused. It was due to a 
miscalculation. There was no _ respon- 
sibility on the State for the misfortune, and, 
consequently, no payment should be made; 
and, furthermore, the whole matter was 
closed before the change of Government. This 
vote did make provision for the full com- 
pensation payable to applicants under. their 
awards as increased by 10 per cent. 


A KENMARE CASE, 

Mr. G. BOLAND referred to a case in 
Kenmare, where a woman’s house, in which 
there were no men, was bombed. She could 
not prevent armed forces from occupying it. 
Surely a case like that could be re-opened. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that if Mr. Boland had 
stated al] the facts this was a case that could 
be 1e-considered. ‘There were cases of people 
whose feelings were definitely against the 
State forces, Dut unless they had taken overt 
action against the State they had not been 
penalised. 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
mentioned a case. in Ballinrobe, in 
which some compensation had been awarded 
for the breaking into premises by the Black 
and Tans. Compensation was awarded by 
the judge, but payment was refused on the 
ground that the building had not been 
destroyed or broken into. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that this was a pre- 
Truce matter, and would have been a ques- 
tion of award by the Compensation Commis: 
sion. 

Mr WALSH (F.F.) said that the damage 
was done by the Black and Tans in October 
or November after the Truce. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that this was an ordh- 
nary case of robbery by people who looted 
the shop, and which had no political colour. 


lt was not covered by the Act, but he would- 


look into the case again. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) mentioned 
the case of a woman in Waterford to whom 
the court awarded compensation of £16, 
which was not paid, probably because some 
of her family were in favour of the Repub 
lican movement. In similar cases compensa- 
tion had been paid. It was not fair that 
her case should be differentiated from that 
of other traders in the city. 

Mr. BLYTHE replied that it had been 
ascertained that the lady had given the goods 
free, as a contribution. It was very difficuis 
to discriminate in these cases. The Depart- 
ment had refused payment of compensation 
in many cases to whole-hearted Government 
supporters, where they were not sure that the 
goods had been taken without the consent of 
the owner. He instanced a number of cases 
in which anti-State forces had heen paying 
for goods, and then ceased to pay. No con- 
pensation was paid for goods supplied in the 
expectation that they would he paid for. 

Mr M. CORRY (F.F., Cork) said that he 
could give the Minister many cases of that 
kind in which compensation had been paid. 


MANY IRREGULARITIES. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin) stated that in 
most cases the Republican forces, when they 
were sent into a town to collect supplies, 
went to their own supporters for them, in 
order to avoid trouble. He had never ap- 
proved of commandeering goods from theirown 
iriends, and he opposed the practice at the 
time; but it was done, and although the 
people concerned were Republican supporters 
that did not alter the fact that their goods 
were seized. ‘There were many irregularities. 
He remembered that when in 1922 a party of 
Republican forces, with which he was serving 
at the time, took some goods in the village 
of Bunclody, in Wexford, from local shop- 
keepers. hey had to leave the village 
hurriedly owing to the approach of several 
enemy columns. (Laughter.) Some days 
later the local Republican forces returned to 
the village and paid the shopkeepers in full 
for what had been taken. He disapproved of 
the action, because the money was needed 
for othe purposes. (Laughter.) All these 
shopkeepers had since claimed, and had re- 
ceived compensation. 

Mr. BLYTHE, said that if he could get 
the evidence he would like to put these people 
in jail. 

Mir. LEMASS said that he would mention 
the matter to the Republican officer con- 
cerned. (Laughter.) He added that when he 
was an officer in the Four Courts one of his 
most tiresome duties was to interview /com- 
mercial travellers who called there canvassing 
for orders. (Laughter.) These were pgid in 
full, up to the time that his occupation of 
the Four Courts ceased. He presumed \that 
they had all] been compensated since. | 

Mr. BLYTHE—None of them; those were 
ordinary bad debts. 

The MINISTER, replying, said that it was 
difficult to be sure in any particular case that 
the actual “commandeering’’ had taken 
place, and that the goods were “taken 
without the consent of the owner.” They 
had always been ready to reconsider cases 
where representations were made to do so, 
and many cases had been reconsidered and 
the original decisions had been reversed. 

On a division the vote was passed by 71 
votes to 54. 


OFFICE OF REVENUE 
COMMISSIONERS. 


Mr. BLYTHE moved for the sum of 
£251,550 to complete the amount required for 
the office of the Revenue Commissioners, 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Co. Dublin) said 
that he had been informed that income tax 
assessments were made on moneys stated to 
be deposited at banks. When individuals so 
assessed said that they had no money on 
deposit the inspector informed them that 
they should supply him with a certificate 
from the bank. If they supplied a certificate 
from one bank, he could demand certificates 
in respect of every other bank, and this would 
be practically the same as em oe the 
banks to disclose the lodgments of their cus- 
tomers. This was a matter which he asked 
should be looked into. He also asked that 
steps should be taken to reduce the cost of 
colleetion, and said that for this purpose an 
overhauling of the existing machinery was 
necessary, 

At this stage progress was reported, and 
the debate was adjourned. 


PENSIONS FOR WIDOWS 
AND ORPHANS. 


PROPOSAL TO FORM A 
SCHEME. 


The debate was resumed, on the motion 
of Mr. T. J. Murphy (Labour, West Cork), 
for the establishment of a scheme of pensions 
for widows and orphans. 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) said that 
the Minister of Finance's speech on the 
motion a fortnight ago was an example of 
the art of equivocation and evasion. There 
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was nothing ambiguous about the motion, 
and there were no hidden meanings in “its 
terms. The Minister had mine months to 
consider the matter, and should have been. 
able to come to ths Dail with the fecessary 
facts and figures. Even if the motion had 
never been tabled by the Labour Party, the 
Government should have been conscious of 
this social canker eating into the body of the 
nation. : 

There was nothing of charity in this motion. 
Ho was not demanding charity: rather did he 
want to get rid of the stsgma which people 
felt attached to the present system of poor 
relicf. The unfortunate ple who received 
home assistance had to drag into the light 
the inmost seerets of their lives, the secrets 
of the wardrobe. and of the Jarder. The 
present system of home assistance gave 
nothing like adequate relief. He had made 
a calculation, and found that in his consti- 
tuency-—Co. .Clare--the widows and orphans 
received sevenpence per day per family out 
of home assistance. 

He asked the House to contrast that with 
the scheme in ‘operation across the border. 
The Northern Minister of Finance had over- 
estimated the cost, as was proved in practice. 
He believed that Mr. Blythe had aiso over- 
estimated the cost in placing it at £7£0,000, 
and said that £248,000 would probably be the 
cost.. Referring to what he deseribed as 
Deputy Hugh Law’s rigmarole of an amend 
ment about the burden cn indestry, Mr. 
Hogan quoted the Northern Minister as stat- 
ing that he could not see that the scheme of 
widows’ pensions placed on industry any un- 
fair burden. He should be sorry to think 
that the Government was so bankrupt in 
experience and in sincerity towards these 
poor people that the statements of the 
Minister for Finance and the Minister for 
Agriculture should be taken as the Govern: 
ment’s policy. If the Minister for Local 
Government had nu experience as to the 
humiliation and degradation of the present 
system, not only on those who received home 
assistance, but on those who administered it, 
he could obtain the informat'on from members 
of his party who were members of local 
boards or from the President of the Executive 
Council. 

Mr. MULCAHY—Does the deputy say that 
the whole system of home assistance should 
be scrapped ! 

Mr. HOGAN replied that he did not, but 
Suggested that it could he superseded by a 
better scheme, more in consonance with 
justice and humanity. 

Mr. MULCAHY asked Deputy Hogan if he 
would outline a scheme. 

Mr. HOGAN said that, if the Minister for 
Finance and the Minister for Lecal Govern- 
ment after nine months, with all their 
resources, were unable to prepare a scheme, 
he could not he expected to do so. If the 
Minister thought that he could net prepare a 
scheme, they were prepared to put a man 
into the iob who would prepare a scheme. 

MR. LAW'S AMENOMENT. 

Mr. H. A. LAW (C.. pa nG., Donegal) 
moved thé following amendment :— 

‘To delete all words after the word 
‘House’ and insert the words, * requests the 
Executive Council to take into special con- 
sideration whether, without Imposing an ex- 
cessive burthen on _ productive industry. 
further provision can be made for widows and 
orphans bereft. of their bread-winners; in 
what manner (by insurante or otherwise) this 
can best be achieved; and what may be the net 
cost of such provision.’ ”' 

Mr. LAW said that it would be. exceedingly 
unfortunate if there was no alternative to the 
acceptance or rejection of the motion, because 
such a result would fead to a hardening of 
opinion on this question on party Jines. The 
conditions in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland were different from those in the Free 
State... There the benefciaries belonged to 
the weekly wage-earning class, and the scheme 
of insurance was workable. [n this country 
he did not see how these poor people. could 
be brought under an insurance scheme. 
He would be surprised to hear that this 
could be done in County Clare. It certainly 
could not be done in Donegal and other 
Western counties, where the great majoriiy 
concerned were small farmers or fishermen 
using their own boats, 

Mr. E. CAREY (C.-na-G., East Cork) 
seconded the amendment. The subject, he 
said, was one that required careful considera- 
tion. The funds of the National Health 
Insurance were invested, but the societies 
were not there for the purpose of making 
money on the poor. He suggested that pro- 
vision should be made whereby pensions 
would become payable at the age of 65 years 
to insured persons, and that they should 
become a State charge at the age of 70: In 
that way the widow of an insured person 
could be similarly assisted. He believed that 
a scheme of pensions for widows and orphans, 
especially those of insured persons, could be 
formulated so that the moneys accumulated in 
societies could be worked to attain that end. 

A LABOUR VIEW. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Lab.) said that the 
House was not asked to commit itself to any 
expenditure by the motion. They were 
merely asked to say that such a scheme was 
desirable. Then it would be for the Govern- 
ment to draft a scheme and submit it to the 
Dail for approval. They were told that such 
a scheme would cut across the Home Assist- 
ance system. He would like to see a scheme 
that would avoid the present humiliating 
conditions under which Home Assistance 
was given. The Minister must be aware that 
there were Boards of Health in the Saorstat 
who laid down a scale of 4s. per week for 
widows and 1s, 6d. per week for each child. 
Did the Minister contend that that was mak- 
ing fair provision for families deprived of 
their bread-winners? Deputies were con- 
stantly hearing of people who had been re- 
fused urgently needed Home Assistance be- 
cause the relieving officer could not give it 
without the prior sanction of the Board of 
Health, and this sanction was often given 
only after all the circumstances of the family 
had been examined in public, and possibly 
reported in the provincial Press. Was that 
a desirable state of affairs’? 

It was a primary duty of the Government 
to provide for the widows and orphans in the 
country, and it was their duty, and not tho 
duty of the Labour Party or anyone else, to 
draft a proper scheme. ‘They had al] the 
resources of the State behind them. The 
Minister for Finance had told the House that 
such a scheme would cost something like 
£750,000. He (Mr. Morrissey) was not pre- 
pared to accept that figure until he knew 
how the Minister arrived at it—until he knew 
that the Minister had taken into considera- 
tion the great savings that would be effected 
by it in other respects. In effect, this motion 
was a proposal that the provision of assist- 
ance for widows and orphans should be a 
national charge, and not a charge on the 
local rates, 

If the scheme was based on a system of 
insurance—not necessarily the National 
Health Insurance scheme—the small farmer 
and shopkeeper would not have to pay as 
much as he paid at present, and the increased 
taxation that would result would be ofiset by 
a reduction in rates and in the contributions 
he felt bound to make to charitable associa- 
tions, such as the St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
at present. Another point was this: that 
the effect of the motion would be to transfer 
the charge for the maintenance of widows 
and orphans from the local rates to national 
taxation. In other words. that it should be 
a national, and not a local, charge. 

MINISTER'S REPLY, 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government, said that they had come to the 
stage where in order to get what was nsked 
for in the motion they would have to scrap 


the whole scheme of national health and | 

industrial insurance, De P 

suggested that there.

This was simply a pious resolution. 1! 
home assistance was not being administered 
in an effective or Christian way then it was 
the fault of their own “people, or the fault 
of she veprebentatives-on lecal bodies, or vf 
the “officials of ‘thofe bodies. ‘If thev 
examined the matter they would find thai 
local authorities were running away from the 
problem, and deputies came along with this 
resolution. If the problem of necessiious 
widows was going to be dealt with there 
were three ways in which it could be done. 
In the first place, they could he relieved 
under the sysiem- of National Health In- 
surance, though thal method was not accert- 
able to Deputies Cassidy and Law. he 


second way would be by a scheme analagous 


to old age pensions, and the third would be 
home assistance, ar some more satisfactory 
arrangement with regard to it. 

They had not the actuarial figures required 
tn puréue the matter on the lines of insur- 
anee; but taking such figures as were avail: 
able, they found, for instance, that in 
Donecal only 9,000 men came under the 
nationn] health insurance., Deputies woul: 
see that there was more than a norma! 
actuarial problem involved: in the matter. 
If fifty per cent. of the widows of the 
country were to draw pensions on the basis of 
the English scheme, the cost would approxi- 
mate to two and a half million pounds. Thev 
were not going, except under some kind of 
home assistance scheme, to deal with any 
pressing problem of widows and orphans. In 
the meantime, the Executive Council had lost 
no time since 1925, in examining in wha 
possible way the problem could be assisted 
through the machinery of national health 
insurance. 

Dr. O’DOWD (F.F., Roscommon) said that 
the scheme of home assistance was objection. 
able, because it left the stigma of pauperism, 
and also because it was totally inadequate. 
In his own county the home aasistance given 
io a widow with six children had been re: 
duced from 10s. to 6s. How could a widow 
support six children on six shillings a week’ 

Mr. MULCAHY said that question should 
he addressed to the Roscommon Board of 
Health. 

Dr. O’DOWD said that the remedy was to 
take it out of the hands of the Roscommon 
Board of Health and make it a nationa! 
scheme. As to the cost, he thought that 
when allowance was made for the cost oí 
maintaining the orphans institutions, the cost 
of a scheme of widows’ and orphans pen: 
sions would not be great. He submitted 
that the amendment should he rejected, he- 
cause it was not an honest one, and was put 
down to shelve the motion. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork City) said 
that the Government had not produced anv 
solution of the problems after all their 
labour, and thev did not give any promise 
of doing so in future. 

The debate was adjourned, and the House 
rose until 3 p.m. next Wednesday.

““ SHE STOOPS TO CONQUER " 
AT THE ABBEY THEATRE. 


In the mind of the late Sir Edmund Gosse 
the ‘‘perennial charm ” of Oliver Gold- 
smith was linked with “innocent simplicity.’’ 
Both qualities are admirably exhibited in 
‘‘She Stoops to Conguer,” which was per- 
formed last night at the Abbey “Theatre, 
Dublin, in honour of the bi-centenary of 
Goldsmith’s birth. 

The play was first staged at Covent Gar- 
den, under the direction of Colman, in 
March, 1773, and for a century and a half 
it has delighted audiences in all parts of the 
world, It is fitting that it should be staged 
by the Irish National Theatre Society in 
remembrance of the two-hundredth birthday 
of a great Irish dramatist. The play was 
first staged in the Abbey Theatre in April, 
1923. 

Everyone is nowadays familiar with ‘‘ She 
Stoops to Conquer,’’ and everyone knows it 
as one of the most delightful comedies in 
English. It has held the stage consistently 
in England for a.century and a half, being 
ii in London only two months ago. 
Despite the popularity it has enjoyed the 
comedy had some difficulty in getting staged 
when it was first offered, and its vicissitudes 
then and throughout its career resemble those 
of its author. It is almost inconceivable 
to-day that the stage qualities of the comedy 
could be questioned. Yet questioned thay 
certainly were When the manuscript was 
first delivered to Colman he toyed with it 
and delayed, so that Goldsmith became ex- 
asperated and transferred it to Garrick. On 
the advice of Johnson it was withdrawn, and 
at last, on direct pressure from Johnson, 
Colman was induced to name a date for the 
production. 

Even then the troubles were not .com- 
pletely surmounted ; the actors threw up their 
parts, and even over the epilogue there were 
disputes. Thus, “ She Stoops to Conquer ”’ 
was first staged with a kind of scratch com- 
pany, but once on the stage not lukewarm 
actors nor adverse management could kill the 
play. The audience on the first night was as 
enthusiastic in its applause as audiences have 
been ever since. 

Goldsmith makes no concession to sermti- 
mentality; he is faithful to human nature, 
healthy in his atmosphere, skilful in stage- 
craft, and fresh in dialogue. ‘‘ To make an 
audience merry” was Goldsmith’s object, 
and he attains that object without equivocal 
intrigue. That was wonderful in 1773. 

All the characters are human: the Hard- 
castles, Miss Neville, the incomparable Tony 
Lumpkin, with the Marlows and Hastings— 
what a gallery! But it is permissible to 
think how different everything would have 
heen had young Marlow been less critical. 
““ She Stoops to Conquer,’’ fortunately, is, as 
it is, one of the finest and jolliest comedivs 
that the world has yet known. That it was 
written by an Irishman is a virtue added 
unto it. 

The production at the Abbey Theatre is in 
every way satisfying, but a little more re- 
hearsal would have conduced to a more 
smoothly Goldsmithian performance. Barry 
Yitzgerald’s Tony Lumpkin is diverting with- 
out being complete, and the honours of the 
performance must go elsewhere. 

The ladies take all the honours this time. 
Miss Eileen Crowe’s Kate Hardcastle would 
captivate less susceptible fellows than Young 
Marlow (Arthur Shields), and Miss Gertrude 
Ouinn's Miss Neville invite greater risk than 
Hastings (F. J. McCormick) is willing to 
run. Miss Maureen Delany’s Mrs. Hard- 
castle would just make Tony what he is, 
and Mr. M J. QDolan’s Hardcastle, with 
Mr. Eric Gorman’s Sir Charles Marlow, 
brought the eighteenth century to life again. 

On the whole, it was not so good a perform- 
ance as the company iscapable of giving. The 
settings were excellent, by why substitute 
“John Peel’’ for Goldsmith's own song in 
Scene IJ,?. Fidelity to Goldsmith is its own 
reward in this play.

COMMISSION'S LAST 
PUBLIC. SITTING. 


INSOLVENCY PROBLEM. 


-“ 


The last public meeting of the Commis- 
sion which was appointed to inquire into 
the working of the bankruptcy laws in 
the Irish Free State was held yesterday 
in one .of the rooms of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce. Evidence relating. 
to the winding up of companies and 
societies was taken. 

Judge Robert J. Doyle, K.C., presided, 
and the other members present were—Sir 
Walter Boyd, Messrs. Basil Thompson, 
1. BB. tow, J. CC. M. Ba, AA. T. 
Sheridan, W. V. Seddall and G. Brock, 
with Mr. J. Williams, Secretary. 


GUIDANCE DESIRED. 


Mr. T. Barrington, who was accompanicd 
by Mr. E. Duggan, on behalf of the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, presented a 
statement, of which the following is a 
summarised extract :'— 

No administrative machinery exists whereby 
the Department could inform itself upon any 
tendencies in insolvency, its causes and 
effects, Or upon any delect that might de- 
velop in the procedure for the realisation. of 
bankrupt and insolvent estates. 

The Department wished for some guidance 
upon certain features of the insolvency 
problem, and would like to have at its dig» 
posal information as to— 

(1) The growth or decline of insalvency in 
the case of (a) private individuals and pri- 
vate partnerships; (b) companies registered 
and ó igh assa : (c) registered societies; and 

(2) Some check to indicate that in all msol- 
vency proceedings estates are wound up with 
every reasonable speed and “economy. Il 
appeared tv the Department that insol- 
vency, whether of the individual, the com- 
pany, or society, must have certain important 
features in common, alike in regard to its 
cause and its effects. The liquidation of in- 
solyent estates must also have many im- 
portant features in common, whether it be of 
individual bankrupts, insolvent companies, or 
insolvent societies. In so far as these common 
features exist, they ought to make for cheap- 
ness and economy in general insolvency ad- 
ministration. 

COMPLICATED MACHINERY. 

When, however, the machinery for carrying 
through various types of liquidation is con: 
sidered, one is confronted with a system 
which, to say the least, does not seem to err 
on the side of uniformity and simplicity. The 
realisation of estates in the case of bank: 
ruptey was carried out by two official 
assignees, one of whom is responsible to the 
Court ordinarily exercising jurisdiction in 
bankruptcy in Dublin, and the other to the 
local Bankruptcy Court in Cork. The limited 
liability. company was registered by the 
Registrar of Companies, a events official re- 
sponsible to the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce m respect of his functions 
as Registrar. The liquidation of the 
company, if it be compulsorily wound up, 
was carried out under the supervision of the 
Court by an official liquidator—usually an 
accountant in private practice. If, however, 
a company he voluntarily wound| up, the 
liquidation was effected by an accopntant or 
other person over whom there is no official 
supervision. 

Friendly societies were registered in an 
office under the immediate control of the 
Minister, but their liquidation may be effected 
in the same way as companies; practically 
all that the Registrar of Friendly Societies 
and, through him, the Minister can learn 
concerning the proceedings was that the liqui- 
dation commenced upon a certain date and 
finished upon another, The Registrar had no 
specific power to ask any questions as to the 
cause of any delay in liquidation proceedings 
or as to the expenses of carrying them 
through. 

SOCIETIES STRUCK OFF. 

Within the past three years the Registrar of 
Friendly Societies had struck off his register 
the names of 299 societies which had failed, 
after due notice, to submit to him the annual 
returns required by the Act. Of the societies 
so struck off, 210 were co-operative societies 
(mainly agricultural societies), most, if not 
all, of which had ceased to exist at some 
time prior to their removal from the register, 
and the probability was that all, or nearly 
all, of them had, in fact, become insolvent. 
The Registrar of Friendly Societies, or any 
other public official or department, for t. t 
matter, had no special function or power to 
concern themselves about the causes or con- 
sequences of this wholesale collapse of a par- 
ticular type of society. No official informa- 
tion was available as to the aggregate or 
individual assets or liabilities of these 
societies at the time of their extinction, or as 
to the extent to which shareholders or 
guarantors may have been obliged to make 
good any deficiency in assets. It did not, 
however, follow from, the foregoing facts 
that there was necessarily any organic 
defect in the organisation of industrial 
and provident societies as such. It was 
not improbable that the societies . which 
perished—mostly small trading agricultural 
societies organised in rural districts—were the 
product of an exaggerated optimism prevail- 
ing during the years of high agricultural] 
prices. 

In Ireland the limited liability company 
represents in the main the urban type of 


operative society, which embraces the largest 
single group referred to generically 
“friendly societies,” the rural type. Anv 
factors affecting the growth of decay of 
limited liability companies and of friendly 
societies must obviously remain matters of 
great interest to the Department of Industry 
and Commerce, on account of the light thus 
shed upon economic and business tendencies 
in the country as a whole. Through lack of 
contact with winding-up proceedings the 
Department was virtually debarred from 
access to an important and valuable 
source of information bearing up the 
general question of insolvency. The 
same remarks held good in regard to ths 
proceedings for the liquidation of insolvent 
private estates. 

LIQUIDATION PROCEEDINGS. 

The following table shows the numbers of 
companies and societies respectively at pre- 
sent in process of liquidation, and affords also 
a rough indication of the length of time 
during which the liquidation proceedings 
have been in progress :—

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CASE FOR SUPERVISION. 

It was rather significant that out of a total 
of 124 companies at present in process otf 
liquidation proceedings had begun in not 
fewer than 39 cases in 19Zo or earlier, and in 
the case of 69 societies similarly in process 
of liquidation proceedings began in 55 cases 
in 1925 or earlier. If, as would appear to he 
the case, the liquidator was remunerated upon 
a time basis, it would probably be correct 
to suggest that his personal interest would 
he better served by procrastination than 
by expedition. e existence of 
such a condition suggested immediately 
the need for fairly close supervision 
of liquidation proceedings by a depart- 
ment possessing administrative experience 
and exercising administrative initiative. All 
that was suggested was that, whether the 
rocedure for liquidation here was approached 
rem the standpoint of apparent imbherent 
defects or from that of the analogy presented 
by a neighbouring State, the case for more 
effective administrative supervision seemed to 
arise for consideration. In view of the 
limited volume of liquidation business arising 
in the Free State, it was suggested that the 
Commission might find! themselves in a posi- 
tion to consider some plan of supervision 
embracing the realisation of every type of 
estate which wouki make for greater speed,

LABOUR PARTY'S VIEWS. 


Mr. R. J. P. Mortished, who was accom-

MASTER PROSECUTED. 


Before District Justice Beatty, at the 
Mullingar District "Court, yesterday, Colonel 
Charles E. E. Purdon Winter, Master of the 
Westmeath Hounds, was charged with using 
a motor van without having a licence for It. 

M. E. Ev Mason, LL.B., who appeared for 
Colonel Winter, said that. his client was home 
on leave from-India on the occasion of his 
father’s death, and was.then asked to take 
over charge of the, Westmeath pack, and, 
fortunately for the Westmeath Hunt and for 
hunting in Westmeath, Colonel Winter had 
agreed to do so. He purchased a car in 
Dublin, which belonged to @ Kerry doctor, and 
converted it into a van for conveying the 
hounds from one’ place to another. After 
the purchase, Colonel Winter had to go to 
England to resign his Army position in order 
to take over the Westmeath. Hounds; and he 
forgot all about the car. When he returned 
to Ireland he wrote to the Westmeath County 
Council offices about the licence for the car. 
There arose some difficulties as to the duties, 
and he wént away and again forgot about the 
car. ' ' 


In the circumstances Mr. Mason asked the 
Justice to deal leniently with the case. It 
was not-a question of profit to the defendant. 
On the contrary, he was spending a large 
sum of his own money in running the Hunt, 
as well as giving his own time to it. Run- 
ning the paek meant a great, benefit to the 
horse-breeding. industry in the Midlands.

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- Armistice Day. 

To-morrow will be the tenth anniversary 
of the armistice which ‘ended the Great 
War. ,Ten years are a large fraction of 
our mortal life: théy change not only the 
bodies, but the minds, of men. By them 
the edge of pain is dulled and memory’s 
vuice is muted ; for— 

Each day brings its petty dust 
Our soon-chokéed souls to fill; 

And we forget because: we must, 
And not because we will. 


Yet here is a case in which the ordinary 
influences of oblivion have been powerless. 
History offers no precedent for the con- 
tinuing love and. reverence that the 
British peoples have given to their dead of 
the Great War. If we seek a reason, we 
shall. find a hundred reasons. There was 
the cause—the very existence of freedom. 
There were the splendid courage and un- 
selfishness with which the young men gave 
their lives for that cause. There was the 
universality of sacrifice, which, as never 
before, united rich and poor, high and 
lowly, in a common sentiment and in 
common ‘suffering. There was, in the’ later 
stages of the war-—like a luminous halo 
over the squalid trenches—the new-horn 
passion for peace on earth. Then we 
began to see these young men, not only 
as patriots, but as crusaders for all 
humanity; and so, despite many dis- 
appointments and many blunderings of 
statesmanship, we see them still. In this 
temper of the British peoples the annual 
act of ‘homage came, ‘almost instinctively, 
into being. The years have not impaired 
its significance, because the grander part 
of: that significance is: prospective. They 
have mellowed. its sorrow, but they have 
intensified its dignity and its purpose. 
The element of personal remembrance ‘sur- 
vives, and will survive until every child 
of every fallen soldier is under clay. The 
elements of faith and pride have increased 
from year to year, aud will increase as 
the fruits of the great sacrifice become 
more abundant and more gracious. To- 
morrow, then, will he dedicated to the 
fame of a million lads and men who, 
dying in the battles of the Great War, 
have helped us to hope that war itself. is 
dead. Their bedies are scattered through- 
out the five continents. In France there 
are more than two thousand ,British war 
cemeteries; there are five hundred in 
Belgium ; on the Menin Gate at Ypres are 
the names of 56,000 men whose resting- 
places are known only to God. To-morrow 
morning, when the two minutes’ silence 
sweeps around the globe, that vast and 
ghostly army—may we not believe ?-—will 
be conscious of a tide of love and prayer, 
flowing out to it from, uncounted: millions 
of living hearts. Fifty thousand of the 
dead were once the light of Irish homes. 
To-morrow, as we think, when the silence 
falls in the cathedrals and churches, and 
the great procession of ex-Service men 
stands bare-headed in the Phenix Park, 
those fifty thousand will be permitted to 
know that their sacrifice was not made in 
vain, and that their country holds them in 
grateful honour. Nulla 
memort vos eximet, wvo. 
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Rumania’s New Government. 


The political crisis in Rumania has been 
solved for the moment. M. Maniu, leader 
of the National Peasants’ Party, has been 
entrusted by the Regency with the task 
of forming a Government, and he has 
undertaken to announce the names of his 
Ministers to-day.. Just a week ago the 
Bratianu Government, 
Liberals, resigned. Since pre-war days 
the Liberal Party, led by M. Jone] 
Bratianu, who died early in the present 
year, had been ruling Rumania, and his 
brother, Vintila, succeeded him as Premier. 
The latter's resignation was the result 
of a sharp difference of apinion between 
the .Premier and the Regency Council, 
consisting of the Patriarch of Rumania, 
Prince Nicholas and the President of the 
Court of Cassation. During recent years 
the. National Peasants’ Party, “which 
represents some eighty per cent. of the 


composed of 


d| Rumanian population, but never has been 


able to secure office, has been growing 
steadily in strength. Its great demon- 
stration at Alba Julia some months ago 
indicated clearly that the days of the 
Liberals’ unchallenged power were num- 
bered; and it seems that the Regency 
Council, recognising this fact, gave a hint 
to M.-Maniu that he would be asked to 
form a Government as soon as the impor- 
tant Joan which was being floated by M. 
Bratianu’s Government, should be con- 
cluded. . M. Bratianu heard of tHis arrange- 
ment. He demanded guarantees which 
the Regency refused to give him, and, 
after some heated scenes, he tendered his 
resignation to the Patriarch. 

The problem of a successor presented 
many difficulties. M. Bratianu had not 
concluded his negotiations for the big 
loan which is indispensable to the 
balancing of the next Rumanian Budget. 
The Regency Council sent for M. 
Titulescu, the Rumanian Minister 
to London, who belongs to no party, 
and is the ablest politician. in the 
country. His prestige throughout Europe— 
and especially in England—is exceptionally 
high, and the members of the Regency 
Council took the view that no better man 


could be found to form a Cabinet. M. 


Titulescu arrived in Bukharest on Thurs- 
day, when he immediately opened con- 
versations with the Regency Council and 
the party leaders, with the object of form- 
ing a Coalition Government. He found 
that the Liberals, under M. Bratianu, the. 
People’s Party, under General Ayerescu, 
the Nationalists, under Professor Jorga,

that M. Mamiu is in power at last. 

The advent of a Peasant Government in 
Rumania is likely to bring many 
changes. M.’ Maniu’s’ party is’, easily 
the most representative group in 
country. The National Peasants 
claim to take a European, rather than a 
strictly national, view of public affairs. 
They are eager for progress, and, above 
all, wish to bridge the gulf that has been 
fixed between the people of Rumania and 
those whom the fortune of war has placed 
under their rule. M. Maniu has declared 
that he will pursue a strictly orthodox 
policy. He will carry the loan negotia- 
tions to their conclusion, balance the 
Budget and do everything in his power 
to inspire not only Rumania, but Europe 
at large, with confidence in his administra- 
tion. His attitude towards the dynastic 
problem will be particularly important. 
At present Rumania is under the Regency 
Council, which is acting on behalf of the 
young King Michael. . Prince Carol, father 
of the King, is known to be intriguing 
with a view to his own return to Rumania, 
and ior a time his candidature was 
believed to be supported by the National 
The Regency Council obviously 
is unsatisfactory. Young King Michael, 
however, cannot come to the throne for 
another twelve years; Prince Carol clearly 
is unsuited to the 
choice of Prince Nicholas, who is Prince

hand speculation will be useless. In the 
meanwhile, his actions as Premier will be 
awaited with interest. 


. Tourists’ Bargains. 


At yesterday’s meeting of the National 
Executive of the Irish Tourist Association 
a delegate. gave interesting evidence 
about the expenditure of some tourists 
during visits to our country. He cited 
instances in which individuals had spent 
sums of over £1,000 in the purchase of 
Irish antiques,’ books and kindred objects, 
At present connoisseurs are keenly inte- 
rested in Irish glass. In London an eager 
demand rules for wine-glasses of a special 
type, and high prices are paid. Probably 
many a tourist made a lucky bargain in 
glass when halting at Irish hostelries 
during this year’s holiday season. Pro- 
fessor Stephen Leacock tells of -an 
American visitor to.a tavern in Galway 
who noticed a queerly-shaped stool, On 
asking his host whether the object was a 
relic of the middle ages, the visitor 
received the characteristic western answer: 
“Is might, and then again it mightn’t.”’ 
This was enough for the innocent 
American, and the stool was bought and 
sold for a large sum. This story, we fear, 
is too good to be true. It is the seller 
rather than the buyer who is the greater 
expert and the driver of the profitable 
bargain. Not long ago a shopkeeper near 
Galway sold an ‘unconsidered piece of 
glass to a passing pedlar for five shillings, 
only to learn before the week was out that 
it had changed hands again for twenty 
pounds. Ireland, during a stormy age, 
has lost so heavily in objects of art and 
vertu that we could wish that no further 
objects of the kind, however lowly, should 
lightly be sold for removal from the 
country. . It would be well if the money 
of the wealthy collector visiting our 
shores were earned by the manufacture— 
in the true sense of that much abused 
word—of new things of beauty. Handi- 
crafts of a more ambitious sort than the 
old homespun industry ought to find 
appreciative patrons among our visitors. 
Yesterday’s meeting at the Irish Tourist 
Association’s offices bronght forth the 
welcome news that a parliamentary advi- 
sory committee of senators and deputies 
interested in the tourist traffic was about 
to be formed. This committee ought to 
do excellent work in the QOzrreachtas on 
behalf of an industry comparable in 
national importance with agriculture. It 
was ‘mentioned that during the past 
season the tourist traffic in the Free State 
showed an average increase in business 
over 1927 of 20 per cent., and that the 
number of touring cars entering the 
country was nearly doubled.

Linguaglossa. 

In reading of the calamitous eruption 
of Etna many must have been struck by 
the odd name of the threatened village of 
Linguaglossa. In Latin and in Greek 
respectively, lingua and glossa signify the 
same thing. What. curiosity of - history—- 
of local amalgamation of races—is 
fossilised in this bilingual title? Similar 
collocations are observable nearer home. 
Only this week Mr. Ernest Weekley, in 
a booklet entitled “The -English 
Language,” calls to mind the fact that the 
many “Churchills’’ in these islands 
possess a name which im origin is 
a compound of synonyms. The name 
“Churchill” usually has no connection 
with a church. The first syllable really 
represents the Celtic cruc, a hill, “to 
which the Anglo-Saxons added their own 
explanatory word.’’ In the same fashion, 
the term “the river Avon” conceals a 
pleonasm; for “ Avon,” a Celtic word, 
signifies a river. -[reland has Inch Island, 
Kylewood, Carrig Rock and many Rath 
Houses, wherein the same tendency to 
duplicate a name is exhibited. Many 
examples have been traced in lowland 
Scotland. One Scottish place name which 
has come before the world of late is 
curiously misleading. Many a golfer, 
packing his bag for Gleneagles, must have 
supposed that eagles’ eyries in the sur- 
rounding hills gave that romantic title to 
his destination. A little thought, how- 
ever, would remind him that the English 
word “eagle’’ hardly could be found in 
combination with the Celtic word “¢len”’ 
—a word unknown to the English 
language until Spenser naturalised it. In 
actual fact no eagles haunt Gleneagles, 
on the Highland borders, and the syllable 
‘eagles’ evidently represents the Celtic 
eaglats, from ecclesia. Gleneagles; no 
doubt, is the Glen of the Church—uuless, 
indeed, the golfers have given it a new 
name from their success in scoring 
“eagles’’ of a kind unknown fo 
ornithology.

LORD MAYOR'S DAY. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON. 

Fripay- Nicut , 

One of the finest Lord Mayor's shows 
of recent years perambulated the City to- 
day through the midst of “ record” 
crowds. It was so long that it took forty 
minutes to pass a given point; but jt 
was so full of interesting features that it 
held the attention throughout. The 
weather was brilliant, and- the sunshine 
had brought countless thousands of 
women and children from the suburbs for 
the occasion. Popular features were the 
old-time City giants, Gog and Magog, and 
the old world cricket team in top-hats. 
The Salvation Army contributed a notable 
contingent to the show with two fine bands 
and a number of Scouts and Girl Guides. 
A series of lorries carried tableaux 
depicting gold and silver wire drawing, 
health appliances, pure milk and many 
other subjects. A pageant representing 
the growth of education from the earliest 
times, with monks teaching, proceeded 


through the ages to the modern school- &

Popular Apathy. 

The crowd was immense, but curiously 
undemonstrative ; for, as the long proces- 
sion passed up Fleet street, the bands 
were mute and barely a sound was heard, 
while bands playing in the distance could 
be heard above the tramp of feet. It was 
not until the Lord Mayor came along, 
several minutes after the body of the pro- 
cession had passed, that there were any 
cheers. Fleet street was quite clear for 
some minutes before his carriage came 
into sight, and as he passed, preceded by 
the State trumpeters playing a fanfare, 
he received the warmest greeting of the 
day. A Lord Mayor’s show must be an 
extremely difficult pageant to arrange, 
and to-day’s especially; for it contained 
a number of notable features that escaped 
public attention. A number of men who 
actually served during the war marched 
by, their field. kit and tin helmets un- 
recognised and without a cheer... I.am 
told, however, that Fleet street was nota 
fair criterion, and that the show was 
received with enthusiasm in several 
quarters of the city. 


Armistice Day. 


Armistice Day, falling on a Sundar, 
will be celebrated in a much ynore solemn 
manner than usual, and the preparations 
for Church Services to mark the day are 
most elaborate. A great number of 
churches have been fitted with “ wire- 
Jess ” in order that the congregation mar 
listen to the Cenotaph Service, and to 
enable this to be done most are starting 
Service at a quarter to eleven. The iul! 
programme of the elaborate ceremonial] at 
the Cenotaph has been published, and 
preparations are being made in Whitehal! 
to arrange for the disposa] of a “ record ” 
gathering. A special Service will be held 
in Westminster Abbey from 10.15 until 
11.10, and outside the Abbey a space has 
been marked off on the lawn in order that 
there may be a field of remembrance 
where the relatives of the fallen and 
others may deposit their poppies. In the 
evening the King and Queen are to attend 
a great remembrance festival at the 
Albert Hall, organised by the British 
Legion. | 


Poppies. 


The sale of poppies will start at mid- 
night to-night, but it is hoped that all 
selling will be discontinued before Sundar 
morning. Two hundred and = sixty 
thousand people are to sell the poppies 
throughout the Kingdom, and of these ten 
thousand will be in London. In poorer 
districts poppies will be offered for a 
penny, but the nominal price is three- 
pence, though it is hoped that people wil! 
give what they can afford for the good of 
the cause. Captain Willcox. the organiser 
of Poppy Day, says that he hears that 
there will be imported poppies for sale, 
and urges people to make sure that they 
buy the poppies bearing the words, 
“Haigs Fund,” on the black meta! 
centre. Last year the fine total of 
£517,000 was raised as a result of the 
poppy appeal, and it is hoped that this 
will be greatly exceeded this year. 


A Bishop’s Defiance. 


The decision of the Bishop of London 
regarding reserve sion was much discussed 
in both Church and political circles 
to-day. The bishop proceeds to carry out 
his ideas just as though he had not re- 
cently presided at a Diocesan Synod. The 
bishop couples his permission, however, 
with an absolute prohibition of Services 
such as Benediction and devotions, and it 
will be interesting to see whether he is 
obeyed. He declared this afternoon that 
his permission to one hundred and sixty 
clergymen to continue reservation was 
purely a matter of business, and that he 
was not conscious of having done anv- 
thing irregular. He desired only to have 
a friendly working understanding with 
the clergy who reserved, and that was al! 
there was in the matter. This departure. 
however, is not likely to pass withou' 
protest. 


Ultra Vires. 


On this point the Secretary of the 
Church Association stated this afternoon 
that the Bishop of London had no righ! 
whatever to sanction reservation, and that 
he is committing an illegal act and taking 
a step towards encouraging illegality in 
his diocese. The important point, in the 
view of the Church Association, is not 
what the bishop allows or disallows, but 
the fact that he claims to have a higher 
authority than Parliament. He is trvine 
to shift, it is said, the basis. of law from 
the Statutes of Parliament to the will of 
the bishops. Strangely enough, a some- 
what similar comment is “en on beha!! 
of the Anglo-Catholics, who contend that 
the bishop has no. power to say whether 
there shall be reservation or not. 


The Earl of Kerry.

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MR. BALDWIN’S . FORECAST.

“I believe that wireless is going to be 


one of the greatest bonds between the 


common people of the whole world, and 
it is the common people in the long run 
who will decide whether there will be war 
or not,” said Mr. Baldwin last night, 
speaking at the Lord Mayor’s banquet in 
London. 

“The League of Nations,” said Mr. 
Baldwin, “is helping in ways not always 
obvious to that peace which we all desire. 
Nothing ~but good could come from the 
constant meetings of statesmen in the 
League of Nations. They were working 
to improve labour conditions in all the 
countries of Eurépe. The more the in- 
dustries of Europe could get both em- 
ployers and Jabour to thresh out their 
problems together, the more the nations 
would understand each other and the less 
likely would they be to fight.” 


THE POWER OF MUSIC. 

There were two things that he believed 
would help materially to peace. When 
the day came that people in Great Britain 
could switch on to any station in Europe 
and hear the peoples of Europe at their 
music and dancing and hymn-singing and 
prayer, what a bond that would be 
throughout the world. 

TWO OUTSTANDING EVENTS. 

The Prime Minister said that it. was 

four years ago that the present Govern- 
ment, now entering on its last year, had 
just taken office. The history of those 
four years in Europe had been a history 
of stabilisation and reconstruction, a 
bolicy based upon and rendered possible 
“ two outstanding events, 
The first was tne London Agreement, 
which placed the reparations problem on 
a workable commercial basis, and removed 
it out of the cockpit of political cont: v- 
versy and animosities. 

The second was the Treaty of Locarno, 
which terminated, once and for all, the 
war period, and reintroduced Germany 
into the comity of nations. 

SPIRIT OF GOOD-WILL. 

Enmities in Europe had disappeared or 
were disappearing. The world had healed, 
or was healing; currencies had been 
stabilised, and, though grave economic 
problems still had to be solved, their 
solution was being approached in a new 
spirit of good-will. 

With France they had sought the closest 
Co-operation, and a progressive improve- 
ment had taken place during the last five 
or six years in their relations with that 
country. This had been followed by a 
striking change in the internal condition 
of Germany, as well as in her relations 
with France. That was the best proof 
that close co-operation between London 
and Paris did not, could not, and should 
not react to the detriment of Germany or 
of any other Power. 

THE KEYSTONE. 

“ On the contrary, the éxpansion of that 
co-operation into the wider co-operation 
of Locarno still forms the keystone of the 
European arch, and still constitutes the 
policy of His Majesty’s Government.”’ 

France had repaired the devastations of 
war, re-équipped industries, and restored 
stability to the currency. Belgium had 
reconstructed her industrial position ; 
Germany had more than re-established her 
position as a great industrial country, 
and was on the high road to recovery of 
that wealth and prosperity which, four 
years ago, she seemed to have irretrievably 
lost. Her relations with her former 
enemies had been restored to a position 
ef mutual frankness and understanding. 

CENTRAL EUROPE. 

Turning to Central Europe, the Prime 
Minister said that the task there, as in 
other countries, was of internal re- 
organisation, not only reconstruction. On 
the whole he thought that steady progress 
was being made. Czecho-Slovakia was 
now one of the most stable elements in 
Central Europe; he wished success to 
Yugo-Slavia and Rumania in their efforts 
to weld together the territories which had 
been governed up to the end of the war by 
a widely different system. He believed 
that Greece would be found to have a 
great accession of strength from the settle- 


ment of the refugees from Asia Minor. 


The position which Italy occupied 
to-day, politically and economically, was 
a proof of the success of the efforts of the 
Italians during the last four years. 

He expressed delight at the fact that 
Spain had rescinded her notice of with- 
drawal from the League of Nations. 

EAST AND WEST. 

Referring to the presence of representa- 
tives from South America, he said that it 
was the declared policy of His Majesty s 
Government to leave no ston2 unturne 
in cultivating and cementing happy re- 
lations with the Government of Latin- 
America. 

Alluding to the Coronation of the 
Emperor of Japan, he wished His Majesty 
a long reign, peace and prosperity, and 


“said that the alliance between Great 


Britain and Japan was the strongest 
guarantee for peace in the Far Kast. 

The position in China showed marked 
Bigns of. improvement. Civil war was 
ended; a Central Government was formed 
which had a claim to authority over the 
greater part of the country. 

Their policy in China had been to 
defend the lives of their own people, and 


to take the fullest measures practicable | 


to meet the national aspirations of the 
Chinese. He believed that they had been 
successful in both of their endeavours ; 
pnd, if the Chinese National Government, 
which had definitely rejected the counsels 
of the Third International, now turned to 
Britain for advice and assistance, they 
would not find them unresponsive. _ 

Referring to the visit of King 
Amanullah of Afghanistan, he said that 
the relations between the two countries 
had steadily improved, and the establish- 
ment of personal contact between 
Ministers and the visit of His Majesty 
had cemented the ties of friendship. 

THE KELLOGG PACT. 

Referring to the Kellogg Pact, Mr. 
Baldwin said that the United States had 
achieved the highest honour in voicing 
the aspirations of mankind. It was a 
tremendous thing, but the result of the 
Bignature of that Pact would be nothing 
unless the nations realised to what they 
were committed, and made up their minds 
that that signature should be honoured 
to the end of time. 

“When so much of the world as has 
Bigned that Pact realises and believes the 
implications of it, then for the first time 
will the nations be able to talk of dis- 
armament in the way that will lead us 
into that path.” 

_The alternative before Europe was very 
Bimple. “ We either keep faith with the 
spirit of the Pact we have signed or, in 
time, we go down the steep places 
together like the Gadarene swine and 
Lee eternally. There are representa- 
ives of many great nations here.; let us 
grasp this opportunity which has been 
given us for a new start with both hands, 
1 ud. go ne with a new faith and a

The liberation of German finance and soil 
from foreign interference or control is an 
object which we in this country regard as 
of high value and importance.’’ 

GOD’S TRUCE. 

“Your Government may rest assured,” 
said the Spanish Ambas@ador, replying to 
the toast, ‘‘that we and ours can be 
reckoned upon as staunch Allies in your 
persevering effort to preserve unbroken, 
all the earth over, what should be God's 
truce, and, therefore, eternal:’’ 

AIR AGREEMENTS. 

Sir Samuel Hoare, Secretary for Air, re- 
sponding for the imperial forces, an- 
nounced that the international difficulties 
connected with the right of flight over 
foreign territories had been finally re- 
moved by an agreement with Persia, and 
a weekly air service between London and 
India will start in the early spring. He 
also suggested that there should be an 
agreement between the Great Powers of 
Europe on the basis of air equality. 
~~ THE RETIRING ARCHBISHOP. 
..The Archbishop of Canterbury, propos- 
ing ‘‘ The late Lord Mayor and Court of 
Aldermen,” said :—‘‘ This assembly is the 
last. occasion on which I shall have the 
privilege of fulfilling the task which it has 
been my high honour to discharge for a 

reat many years. I am like the late Lord 
Mayor, laying down the burdens of office 
for burdens and work of another and 
different kind as the years may show.”’ 


ELECTRICITY IN THE 
HOME. 


THE HOUSEWIFE’S 
HELP. 


- 


There was a large and representative gather- 
ing yesterday at the reception given by the 
Committee of the Irish Women's Electrical 
Association in the Electricity Showrooms, 59 
Grafton street, which were lent for the occa- 
sion by the Dublin Electricity Department. 

The object of the Association is to prove 
by means of lectures and informal talks by 
women who have used electricity for their 
own home work that it is possible to get rid 
of household drudgery, and to give comforts 
to the home, which could be got in no other 
way. 

Men are slow to recognise the advantages 
of general electrification, just as they are slow 
to recognise the fact that the housewife has 
such a heavy task to keep the house clean and 
attractive. Even women themselves are often 
hard to persuade in these matters, and are 
slow to urge their men folk to invest the 
capital needed to secure the electrical equip- 
ment. 

THE MODERN HOME. 

As well as hearing what the ladies of the 
Association had to say about their work, the 
guests were able to see in concrete form. the 
electrical equipment which is found so use- 
ful in the modern home, and to examine the. 
electrical appliances and fittings in the rooms 
of the little model electric home, complete 
with hall, diningroom, drawingroom, bedroom, 
kitchen and bathroom. 

Now that the country has embarked on a 
national electrification project the Women’s 
Association is of great importance. It will 
not only lighten the woman's burden, but it) 
will also help to render successful: the natronal 
electricity supply undertaking. Every extra 
unit of electricity used in Irish homes 
will absorb no small part of the 
nation’s supply. As the development 
of industries will take some time, it 
is clear that the ordinary householder can 
lay a very big part in making a success of 
the country’s _ electricity Ae ft The 
Women's Association will not only help the 
women, but will prove a truly patriotic 
undertaking. 

PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 
Mrs. McLaughlin, President of the Associa- 
tion, welcomed the guests and spoke brieily 
on the object of the Association: to interest 
women in the use of electricity in the home. 
Since the time man discovered electricity, she 
said, he has túrned his attention to using 
it to lightea his heavy tasks for him. He 
has developed the electric motor to drive all 
types of machinery. In the workshops he 
has ceased to use hand tools, and has re- 
placed them by electrically-driven tools. He 
has really ceased to do any hard manual 
work, but supervises machines doing it for 
him. , 
Looking back on things it is astounding 
that man never thought of bringing electricity 
tc do the hard tasks for the women folk. 
Only in recent years has he turned his 
attention to it. I do not know how this 
development came about, but probably the 
man who started it stayed at home for one 
day—and got an inspiration. Anyhow | he 
has made up for this neglect by putting on 
the market in recent years electrical ap- 
pliances which take the drudgery out of 
women’s work in the home. There is no 
doubt but that the “modern. home is the 
electric home, and that electricity. ean take 
the drudgéry out of the lives of women. 
MESSAGE TO THE WOMEN. 

The Irish Women’s Electrical Association 
has been formed to carry this message to the 
women ‘of Ireland—to tell them how their 
sisters .in other countries have abolished 
drudgery — to tell them tha they 
must save their youth, and’ not grow 
cold doing tasks .that.. glectricity can 
do for them. There is no hard work 
in the home which a woman has to do that 
electricity cannot.do better and cheaper. This 
is our message to the women of our country. 
The Association has been formed to do pro- 
paganda for this idea, and to educate uor 
women folk in the use of electrical appliances. 
This, we believe, we can do best through the 
medium of these showrooms, in conjunction 
with a series of short talks and demonstra- 
tions which we hope to start. shortly. 

This, in general, is the purpose of our 
Association, and I will now call on Mrs. 
Cosgrave to move that it is worthy of sup- 


ort. 

THE HOME’S NEVER-ENDING TASKS. 

In putting the resolution to the meeting, 
Mrs. Cosgrave said that the number of repre- 
sentative people present proved that eiec- 
tricity in itself. is a subject of widespread 
interest. In it has been found a helper to 
lighten the labour that naturally fails on 
women. Housekeeping is one of the most 
exacting professions and is full of never- 
ending tasks. Amongst the helpers that come 
to our rescue in the art there are very varied 
types, somé very effective.

| SWORN INQUIRY 


IN LEITRIM, 


REMARKABLE-CHARGES 


From Our Own: Conaresronpent.

val Government: Roads Dí ment, opened 
a sworn inguiry here to-day into charges by 
ex-Colonel James Farrelly, of the Free State} 
Army, into the road administration in County 
Leitrim, and particularly -in regard to the 
Dromod area. . sane (3 
Mr, ©. E. Callan, solicitor, Boyle, repre- 
sented Mr. Coleman, assistant surveyor, and 
Mr. P<’ Fox, solicitor, Longford, represented 
Charles Barham, millowner, and road 
workmen of the County Council named 
Murphy, against. whom the allegations were 
made. 
Mr. Raftery, at the outset, mentioned that 
the Secretary of the County Council (Mr. W.: 
Doyie) had handed him medical certificates 
of illness concerning ,the County Surveyor 
(Mr. E. O'Neill Clarke) and his assistant. 

Mr. Farrelly said that the afnouncement 
of the inquiry was not sufficiently made in 
the local Press. People were going about 
saying that the inquiry had been quashed, anil 
on the previous day he met people at Mohill 
who told him so. The County Surveyor 
should have ‘been there, and before giving 
evidence he wished to enter his protest at the 
inquiry being held in the absence of the 
County Surveyor. 


MR. FARRELLY’S STATEMENT. 

When sworn Mr. Farrelly began to read 
from a newspaper report, and when Mr. Fox 
objected, he said that he was only refreshing 
his memory, as he had lost his file of notes. 
He said that it was stated that he wanted a 
job, but he denied that; he had no axe to 

rind, and in bringing this matter before the 
i ghal and the County Council he had 
nothing against anyone. He stated that 
the Márnhss did not give value to the 
County Council, as it had been admitted that 
tho steamroller was used at Mr. Barham’s 
avenue, and road scréenings were taken and 
paid for, and he wishes the documents pro- 
duced. 

Mr. Fox—Were you there in 1924, when 
the steamroller was there, or have you a wit- 
ness to prove this?

OTHER ALLEGATIONS. 

Mr. Raftery said that he would look the 
matter up before the inquiry closed. 

Mr. Farrelly said that in 1926 John Murphy 
came to him and wanted a revolver to shoot 
a man who had reported, he alleged, to the 
County Surveyor that sand was taken. 
Murphy was going about with bottles of 
whiskey that he got from people who took 
sand. In his presence a man named Daly 
paid for sand that he got from Murphy. 
Seventeen men were employed in January last 
in Shanley’s quarry, and they did not give 
value for the money paid to them. They did 
not raise 200 tons of stone for the month, 
and every day Bernard Shanley’s son was 
despatched for a jar of porter. 

The witness alleged that the Murphys only 
employed their own friends on the road, and 
that the men were in the public-houses 
drinking when they should be working. 

'' THE PRESENT REGIME.” 

To Mr. Fox—I came to Dromod district 
in 1926, and recently I got a demand note 
for rates. 

And in pursuance of your general policy in 
Longford you will not pay anyone? 

The witness said that he paid Mr. Fox’s 
partner for any work that he did for him. 
He took an interest in the road work. “I 
helped to bring about the present régime in 
the country,” he added; ‘‘ whether it is 
good or bad, and I, therefore, think | 
have a right to speak. I risked my life when 
a good many like you did not.”’ 

Thomas Winters said that fifteen men sent 
in a petition against big farmers being em- 
ployed on the roads while poor men -vere 
idle, and no action was taken. 

Joseph Guickian said that it was only after 
he wrote to Mr. McGilligan, Minister of In- 
dustry and Commerce, that he got work on 
the roads. His grievance was that farmers 
got work in preference to men like him who 
had nothing. 

GOOD WORKERS. 

Thomas Newtown said that the Murphys 
did their work-well, and the County Surveyor 
and his assistant discharged their duties satis- 
factorily. 

George Barham said that he got screenings 
in 1923 and 1924 on the instructions of the 
County Surveyor and after he spoke to the 
Commissioner, Mr. P. OSiochfradha. — Also 
he had the use of the steamroller by per- 
mission for one hour after the Council work 
was finished. 

William J. McNutt, Engineer, said that 
only about three loads of screenings were 
used on Mr. Barham’s avenue. 

Joseph Murphy, who said that he was 17 
or 18 years employed by the County Council, 
denied the charges made against him, and 
said that he supplied four or five loads of 
screenings to Mr. Barham on the orders of 
the County Surveyor. 

John Murphy denied that he went to 
Colonel Farrelly for a revolver to shoot Mr. 
Fox. .He traced screenings taken by a man 
without permission, and made him return 
them. He kept on only the most useful men 
for quarry work. 

Thomas J. O'Reilly, merchant, Rooskey, 
said that the Murphys did their work well, 
and it was a shame to see an inquiry held 
at the instance of Colonel Farrelly, who did 
nothing only going about like a big ‘‘ Bum.” 

Thomas Moffatt said that he supplied James 
Murphy with 42 loads of sand for his hay- 


Patrick Flynn said that he saw a man 
named Glancy take screenings at 4 or 5 
o'clock in the morning, and Feeney, the 
quarry owner, bélped him to fill it. 

The inquiry was adjourned to a date to be 
fixed, when the County Surveyor is recovered 
from his illness, 


CONDITION OF CLARE 
SCHOOLS. 


SUMMONSES AGAINST 
MANAGERS. 


At Ennis District Court yesterday, the 
Clare Board of Health applied for an order 
for the closing of Inagh School on the ground 
that there was no sanitary accommodation, 
that the roof of the building was defective, 
and that the windows and floors were broken. 

Dr. Peter O’Dwyer described the defects 
in the building, and said that, in his opinion, 
it was unfit for use as a school and unfit for 
human habitation, 

He was cross-examined at some length by 
the Rev. Father Marrinan, P.P., manager of 
the school, and said that while there was no 
sanitary accommodation attached to the 
school itself there was such accommodation 
some twenty yards away attached to a build- 
ing which had been erected as a new school, 
but had been burned. 

Father Marrinan, giving evidence, - said 

that. a new school had been erected in the 
district, but had been burned. In order not 
to deprive the children of elementary educa- 
tion, the old school had been re-opened. 
_ The District. Justice made an order declar- 
ing that, as the school was injurious to 
health and unfit for human habitation, it 
should be closed forthwith. 

The Rev. D. Courtney, P.P., was summoned . 
in respect of -Kinturk and Lisroe National 
Schools, in neither of which is there sanitary 
accommodation of. kind. 

Father Courtney admitted the condition of 
affairs, and said that since 1914 he had been 
pressing for the erection of new schools, but 
without success. He expected to get a grant 
at an early date for the erection of a new 
school at Kinturk. 

The Justice made an order that, pending 
the erection of new schools, sanitary accom- 
modation be provided for the existing build- 
ings.

APPROVAL OF THE

TRAMS LOSING OVER 
£3,000 A WEEK,

The agreement íor the settlement of the 
eee a in Belfast, to which the ek gi 

ome Ministry is a , Was approv y 
the Belfast AEE se a rán meeting 
yesterday. 

It provides that the Corporation in future 
will ve a monopoly oí passenger vehicle 
traffic in Belfast, and take over from the 
bus companies fifty “buses on the basis of 
cost, less 20 per cent. depreciation for each 
year they have been in service. 

The agreement also provides that the Home 
Office will limit the number of new ‘bus 
licences -issued in the country districts, and 
thus prevent excessive competition with the 
existing services, which in future will operate 
under time-tables and fares arranged in con- 
junction with the Home Office. 

THE SMALL 'BUS OWNERS. 

A number of owners of small ’bus services 
are opposed to the agreement, while the rail- 
way companies, who recently got powers to 
run ‘bus services, are also watching the new 
proposals with some anxiety. ' 

Prior to the consideration of the proposais 
yesterday, the Corporation heard a deputa- 
tion headed by Mr. Charles Hurst and“ Mr. 
Owens, who claimed to represent seventy ’bus 
owners who were opposed to the agreement. 
TRAMWAY CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 

Councillor J. D. McClure, Chairman of the 
Corporation Tramway Committee, who 
moved the adoption of the report, said that 
it had been stated that the Corporation are 
concluding, with the sanction of the Ministry 
of Home airs, an agreement which will 
create a monopoly for the big "bus operators. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 
As a matter of fact, the agreement might 
be termed the small ’bus owners’ charter. 
The proposals presented before the Ministry 
and the Motor. Coach Owners’ Association 
have been on the same lines that, in par- 
ticular, the small owner should have full re- 
cognition under any new legislation. 

t was not difficult to visualise that if the 
present chaotic conditions were allowed to 
continue in Northern Ireland, the small 
prea would in a very short time be driven 
off the road. Under the present proposals 
the small owner will be protected in every 
way from undue and unfair competition from 
the large operators. 

Inside the city tramways area the Cor- 
poration are bound by Statute in respect of 
the fares they are permitted to charge. Con- 
sequently it will not be possible for the Cor- 
poration to charge excessive fares either on 
tramways or motor omnibuses. 

POSSIBLE INCREASED FARES. 

It will be the endeavour of the Tramways 
Committee to maintain the twopenny maxi- 
mum fare, and they believe that this can be 
done. It must not be lost sight of, however, 
that much of the ’bus competition, the benefit 
of which the public was enjoying, was 
carried on uneconomically, and it must be 
obvious to all that the Corporation cannot 
continue to run ‘buses in al] places at the 
fares that have been in operation for purely 
competitive purposes, but it may be neces- 
sary to increase some of these. 

It is the intention of the Tramways Com- 
mittee of the Corporation in the future to co- 
operate to the fullest extent with omnibuses 
travelling into the city from outside districts, 
and it is hoped that at no very distant date 
arrangements will be entered into with re- 
sponsible private parties for the provision of 
suitable central ’bus stands, where alighting 
and intending passengers, both for the city 
services and districts outside the city, will be 
properly catered for in the way Bhailís, 
rooms, shelters, etc. 

Councillor Pierce alleged that all the parti- 
culars had not been disclosed in what he de- 
scribed as the iatest play in the municipal 
‘bus drama. He opposed the proposal to pur- 
chase what he called a fleet of municipal 
vehicular submarines or “Tin Lizzies.” It 
had not been stated whether or not they were 
taking over the employés on the fifty ‘buses. 
He forecasted that they were, which meant 
that they would be dismissing a number of 
men who had served the Corporation faith- 
fully and well. 

Councillor Midgley (Labour) supported the 
agreement, and asked if the Corporation was 
to go on losing over £35,000 per week on the 
trams, 

Alderman Byrne (Nationalist) also supported 
the agreement. He was happy to hear that 
no section of the ’bus interests would suffer, 
and hoped that as an outcome of the agree- 
ment that a full and satisfactory transport 
service would be brought into operation in 
the city. 

The minutes were then passed, the only 
dissentient being Councillor Pierce, this being 
a confirmation of the settlement term.

LOUGHREA COMMISSIONERS’ 


COMMENTS. 


At a meeting of the Loughrea Town Com- 
missioners, Mr, ©. Coghlan, referring to the 
resolution forwarded to Monsignor Joyce, 
P.P., condemning the burning of Lord 
Lascelles’s premises on the órd of last month, 
said that the Board should have incorporated 
in the resolution its opinion that no person 
from Loughrea was implicated in the outrage. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. Cahill)—At the time 
that we forwarded the resolution on behalf 
of the Board, no arrests were made; nor had 
we the remotest idea that there was anyone 
suspected in this town of being connected 
with the outrage. 

Mr. Coghlan—Monsignor Joyce has 
was no one in Portumna responsible for the 
occurrence,. Loughrea is one of the most 

eaceable towns in the West of Ireland, and 

think that it would help to clear up the 
matter if we also gave expression to the 
opinion that nobody in this town had any 
connection with the outrage. 

Mr. M. Ward—We would be very sorry 
if anyone in Loughrea was associated with 
it. 

Mr. M. Hynes remarked that it would 
serve no useful purpose to re-open the 
matter, and suggested that it be left so. 

Mr. R. Duane said that outside there was 
eome criticism because the Board did not em- 
body in the resolution its opinion that no 
person in Loughrea had any connection with 
the burning. 

The Chairman—At the time we did not 
know that there was anyone suspected, nor 
were the arrests made. Everyone was 
apparently disgusted with the outrage when 
it became known in Loughrea on the follow- 
ing morning, and the resolution in question 
was forwarded immediately to Monsignor 
Jovee. 

Mr. C. Coghlan—Everyone was sorry for 
the outrage, but I think it would be our duty 
to disclaim on behalf of Loughrea any re- 
sponsibility for it. 

Mr, P. ne asked if the resolution sent 
to Monsignor Joyce was recorded on the 
minutes. s 

The Clerk replied in the negative, and 
said. that, it did not come before the meeting 
of the d. 

Ultimately the board decided to take no 
action on Mr, Coghlan’s suggestion, and the

“TOURIST TRAFFIC 


IN IRELAND, 


INCREASED PATRONAGE 
FOR HOTELS,

At the monthly meeting oí the National 
Executive of the Irish Tourist Association, 
the President, Mr. J. C. Foley, Cork, in the 
chair, it was stated that reports furnished by 
leading hotel and other interests throughout 
the country show an average increase in 
patronage of 20 per cent. over 1927. In the 
great majority of cases this increase is 
attributed to home and British traffic, and in 
both cases the increase of motoring tourists 
was much in evidence. An increase of almost 
100 per cent. in the number of touring cars 
from outside the Irish Tree State was backed 
up by an almost equal increase in the number 
of cars from centres such as Dublin, Cork, 
etc. 

In emphasising the value of tourist traffic 
to all business interests throughout the 
country, and the consequent duty of such 
business interests to help the Association, Mr. 
Egan, Cork, cited cases in which individual 
tourists had spent sums of over £1,000 in the 
purchase of Irish antiques, hooks, etc. . 

It was hoped that by emphasising, on the 
one hand, the importance and magnitude of 
the Association’s work; and, on the other 
hand, the difficulties created by a shortage of 
administrative funds, to increase largely sub- 
scription revenue in all parts of Ireland. 
With such an increase it will be possible to 
secure more suitable accommodation for a 
National Bureau in Dublin, and for other 
very important activities at. present contem- 
plated, | 

PUBLICITY REVENUE. 

It. was poinied out that of the publicity 
revenue, totalling over £11,000 for the eur- 
rent year, not more than £1,100 can be de 
voted to administrative expenses. This, in 
view of the increased activity of the Associa- 
tion in all departments, is wholly inadequate 
for the heavy administrative charges whic’) 
it has to meet, and-intensive effort will bo 
directed within the next few months to the 
increase of the subscription revenue on 
which the Association relies to provide the 
main fund for administrative purposes. 


LOCAL COMMITTEES. 

It is proposed to establish an Advisory 
Committee, consisting of Senators and T.D.’s 
representing all parties who are members of 
the Board, so. that the Association’s in- 
terests in the matter of new legislation ind 
various items involving Government atten- 
tion, may be specially catered. for. 

Following a previous decision to secure the 
establishment of local co-operating commit- 
tees in various districts, arrangements have 
been made for local committees at Limerick, 
under the auspices -of the Chamber 
of Commerce, and at Bray with the 
co-operation of the Urban Commissioner. 
Arrangements for meetings in other districts 
are also contemplated. 

HOTEL STAFFS. 

The Secretary reported that as a result of 
a conference convened by Mr. P. J. Hernon, 
Dublin City Commissioner, arrangements are 
being made for the training of twelve chefs 
and twelve women cooks at the Dublin Tech- 
nical Schools. This continuation of the 
Dublin Corporation’s previous educational 
work is a further step towards the improve-

DEATH OF BATTISTINI. 


Battistini, the famous Italian baritone, has 
died at Rieti, in Italy (says Reuter). 

Nearly fifty years ago he made his first 
appearance at Covent Garden with Sembirch, 
Marconni and Reszke, and year after year, 
with few exceptions, he sang in England. 
He was a powerfully built, six-foot man, sud 
he kept his voice up to the last. At the 
age of 70, when he sang at Queen’s Hall, 
London, he was still obviously one of the 
leading exponents of bel. canto. During his 
operatic career he sang in all the important 
opera houses in Europe. He appeared under 
Wagner, Verdi and Puccini, and sang with 
Patti. 

Battistini was in the habit of seeking soli- 
tude in a cell in a Franciscan monastery in 
Rome, clad in a friar’s habit, and he sang 
in the monastery choir, He prepared the 
tomb there in which he wished to be buried. 
He attributed the freshness of his voice to 
his wonderful constitution, and to observance 
of the doctrine .of moderation in all things. 
In 1924 he. was summoned to give a recital 
before the King of Italy. |
